At any time to have a loaded gun 
in any vehicle or discharge from any 
vehicle. 

To shoot game on Sunday. 

To hunt or trap over enclosed lands 
without first having obtained the con¬ 
sent of the owner or occupant. 

To kill big gallic under one year of 
age or with horns less than four inch¬ 
es in length. 

To buy, sell, traffic” or deal in any 
big games, game bird or part thereof. 

To export any game without a per 
mit. 

To use a dog to hunt big game. 

To hunt or trap fur-bearing ani¬ 
mals without a license. (Farmers are 
exempt on their own lands.) 

To trap beaver or muskrat in theii 
dens or runways. 

-To deal in*skiiis or pelts without a 
license. 

To hunt migratory birds with a rifle 
of any kind. 

Dont’s for Sportsmen 

1. Don’t trap or hunt before getting 
a license. 

2. Don’t hunt or tiap on occuped land 
without first getting permission. 

3. Don’t get in a car or boat before 
unloading your gun. 

4. Don’t take more than the legal 
limit. * 

5. Don’t hunt or trap during the clos¬ 
ed season. 

6. Don’t be negligent with fi-res. 

7. Don’t abuse the privilege of hun¬ 
ting over farmer’s land. 

8. Don’t forget the farmer feeds the 
game, hence is your best friend. 

9. Don’t forget to respect the other 
fellow’s sport.

Well-known'throughout the Vulcan 
district, Edward “Scotty” Lloyd died 
here on Friday, September 8, after a 
short illness. Born in Glasgow, Scot¬ 
land, 'in 1863, “Scotty” Lloyd, as he 
was best known in the district, was a 
sailor of the old school, obtaining his 
discharge as an able seaman from the 
Mercantile Marine in 1907. In tliat 
year he came to Canada, settling in 
the Vulcan district in 1911. “Scotty” 
was a favorite with all and he will be 
missed by many friends. He is surviv¬ 
ed by a daughter at Caron, Sask. 

Funeral services, conducted by Rev. 
M. Dobson, were held from the United 
Church on Sunday, Sept. 10, with the 
Kelly Funeral Home in charge of ar¬ 
rangements. Interment was made in 
the Vulcan cemetery. 


Farmers of the United States have 
been warned by United States Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture, Henry A. Wallace 
against making extensive changes in 
their farm operations because of thc- 
war, according to the Alberta Wheat 
Pool official organ, The Budget. It i. 
held that this warning can well apply 
to Canadian farmers, as present sup¬ 
plies of wheat and other commodities 
are very large ana there is little like¬ 
lihood that any substantial increase ir 
production of the major crops >vill be 
desirable for sonic time at least. In 
any case, the need for increases in 
supplies can be anticipated in ample 
time to make any necessary increases 
in acreage. The production of large 
quantities of agricultural commodities 
for which there is no satisfactory 
market could prove just as demoraliz¬ 
ing in war-time as in peace-time. 

Mr. Wallace urged farmers to con¬ 
tinue with their production plans as 
though the outbreak of war in Europe 
had not occurred and warned them 
against the expectation of high war¬ 
time prices, rema king that the aver¬ 
age prices of wheat, corn, hogs and 
beef were lower a year after the 
world war started than they were in 
1914. 

Wheat Prices in Last War 

The average price of No. 1 wheat at 
the terminal for the crop year 1914-15 
was $1.32. 

In 1915, due to a vigorous cam¬ 
paign to enlarge the agricultural pro¬ 
duction of the west, wheat acreage 
was increased four and half million 
acres and Canada raised the greatest 
crop in its history, namely an average 
of 26 bushels to the- acre and a total 
of 360,187,000 bushels. Wheat prices 
dropped, the average for 1915-16 be¬ 
ing $1.1.'! bushel. A smaller yield in 
1916 and lessened production in Eur¬ 
ope increased the demand and in. 1917 
the newly-created Boaid. of Grain 
Supervisors set the price at $2.21 for 
No. 1 Noithern at Fort William. In 
1918 the crop was handled on a basis 
of $2.25 a bushel. Contributing to the 
substantial-price was monetary infla¬ 
tion and the upward trend of the gen¬ 
eral price level. Wheat continued to 
adxance until September, 1920, when 
a decline set in which persisted until 
December 1923, when a low average 
of 93 cents a bushef was reached. 

Coiuliturns~aie substantially differ¬ 
ent today, Canada and the United 
States both having a huge exportable 
surplus. France is pretty well self- 
sustained and has substantial reserves 
of wheat. There appears to be y no 
prospect of a wheat shortage unless 
the war drags >n, says The Budget, 
and although wheat prices have been 
bounding upward,, it should be remeiv- 
ibered that they have been unusually 
low. 


King George Gives Assent to 
Declaration Uniting Empire 
in European Conflict 


.On Sunday at 1:10 o’clock Ottawa 
time, Canada officially entered the 
war against Nazi Germany. The pro¬ 
clamation that the Dominion was at 
war with the German Reich was made 
by King George VI, acting on the ad¬ 
vice of the Canadian Privy Council. 
Thus, for the first time in history the 
senior Dominion of the British Em¬ 
pire exercised its prerogative of de¬ 
claring war. In 1914, the government 
merely published the British war dec¬ 
laration. The decision to enter the 
conflict was practically unanimous in 
parliament, only J. S. Woodsworth, 
veteran C.C.F. leader, and three 
French-speaking members from Que¬ 
bec voicing opposition to Canada's 
participation in the war.

The House of Commons Monday 
night passed the government's $100,- 
000,000 war appropriation bill through 
third reading without a vote and sent 
it to the Senate for final approval. The

The council'discussed the matter ol 
hospital requisitions, and decided to 
continue to pay the requisitions in fu¬ 
ture as in the past. 

Mr. Bennett reported to the council 
in respect to his attendance at the 
Court of Revision held by the Alberta 
Assessment commission in the office 
on August 18th, 1939. Due to the in¬ 
ability of the assessor, Mr. Noad to 
be present, Mr. Bennett defended the 
assessments on behalf of the Munici¬ 
pal District. Two appeals were heart! 
by the Commission, and small adjust¬ 
ments in the assessments of the ap¬ 
pellants, A. Sokvitne and R. 8. l’ars- 
low were made. 

Mr. Bennett also reported to the 
council, a discussion he had with the 
Assessment Commission in respect to 
the method of assessments. The ques¬ 
tion discussed dealt.with the addition 
of percentages for proximity to 
schools. It was pointed out that since 
the large school unit had taken over, 
a number of schools had been closed, 
and one or two had been moved out 
of the school district entirely. Mr. Ben¬ 
nett reported that the Commission 
thought that consideration should In- 
given to these cases. 

It was moved by Mr. Bennett and 
carried unanimously, that where 
school buildings have been moved 
away out of 4he school district, and 
where schools have been closed, as¬ 
sessments in this districts',-be revised 
by deducting the additions which wen- 
added for proximity to schools in the 
assessment made in 1938, and that 
the secretary-treasurer be authorized 
to make these revisions. 

A letter from the Relief Branch in 
respect to relief 4 oi the coming seas¬ 
on was read to the council. The let¬ 
ter stated that Municipal Districts re¬ 
quiring assistance v from the senior 
governments for relief should make an 
application which should be accom¬ 
panied by a statement of the financial 
condition of the municipality. In¬ 
structions were given to the secretary 
treasurer to forward an application 
and statement. 

George Gordon was elected deputy- 
reeve for the ensuing six months.

In Time of Conflict 


The war will increase drilling costs 
in Alberta. 

This fact was brought home to Al¬ 
berta oil companies when oil well 
equipment supply firms were notified 
that due to the heavy discount on the 
Canadian dollar, manufacturers of the 
equipment in the United States would 
insist upon .payment in American 
funds. 

A rotary rig. the usual type of 
equipment for drilling wells in Tur¬ 
ner Valley costs approximately $150,- 
000 at Isis Angeles. ' 

With the Canadian dollar at a dis¬ 
count of 10 per cent., "the additional 
cost to the Canadian purchaser will 
be $15,000. Also the Canadian duty 
of 25 per cent will be applied on the 
actual cost of $165,000, under present 
regulations, and not on $150,000, the 
cost in American funds. 

Increased Cost 

If the Canadian dollar remains at 
a discount of around 10 per cent., cas¬ 
ing will cost the Canadian operator 
about 20 cents more for each 100 feet. 
Taking 10 and three quarter inch cas¬ 
ing as an example. 

Also, oil men pointed out the Can¬ 
adian sales tax of 8 per cent will be 
applicable on the increased cost to the 
Canadinn consumer and not on the 
cost of the material in American funds 
in the United States. 

At the office of the Alberta Petrol¬ 
eum Association it was stated consid¬ 
eration would l>e given to a proposal 
to approach the federal government 
to amend tax regulations in view of 
the exchange situation.

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Agricultural Production 
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AT time of writing, Canada’s- contribution to the 
“'cause of Britain in the current war has not been 
made clear, but there need be no doubt that the British 
parliament has indicated to Ottawa, the most effective 
lines that this contribution can take. It is equally cer¬ 
tain that these suggestions will have their influence on 
the Canadian government’s decisions. 

Whether Canada will immediately outfit and train 
units for fighting across the seas, or reserve her man¬ 
power to feed and equip the allies, it is an accepted fact 
that Canadian production will be in immensely import¬ 
ant fhetor. Agricultural produce that has been a drug 
on the market for years, may now enter a heyday which 
in time will probably duplicate the jears 1916-1918, be¬ 
fore it is over and prices slump again. 

In contrasting the years 1914 and 1939, agriculture in 
Alberta is much more favorably placed now than it was 
twenty-five years ago. The present wheat crop is more 
abundant, and if any benefits develop in the way of bet¬ 
ter price, these benefits will be more widely distributed. 

Alberta has also advanced notably in mixed farming, 
and there is now much more general production of live¬ 
stock, poultry and dairy products than there was at the 
outbreak of the great war. For this reason, it should be 
easier to organize farm production in older to produce 
more, without too drastic expansion. 

The older people have vivid recollection of the call for 

B L914 and 1918, which led farmers into 
ul herds, to their own later distress, 
al- has learned not to be too greedy 
3 off more than he can handle, nol¬ 
le can pay. With the object lesson of 
tiling prices and kindred calamities 
s in the years following 1919, there 
will be little sympathy for those who involve themselves 
too deeply now, for the sake of large immediate profits.

This war is different. The other one was unthinkable, 
so no one was prepared for it except Germany. Hence thera 
was a market crash and exchanges had to be closed to pre-- 
vent panic selling. This one was preceded by crises and 
so the market was ready. The exchanges did not have to 
close and prices advanced. Everybody thought that othei 
war wouldjae-a short one, all except Kitchener. Everybody 
judging by. the last experience, thinks this one may be a 
long one, too. It may not. Germany was then well fixed 
Britain had continued a free trade policy under which Ger- 
hiany with a high tariff had every advantage. This time, 
Germany has had no such advantage, and has discounted 
what economic advantages it did have by spending all it 
could beg, borrow or steal. The trial of strength comes on 
now when its economic strength has been mortgaged in ad¬ 
vance. It has already spent all it gained from Austria and 
Czechoslovakia and from Jewish confiscations. The' only 
advantage it has is its recent trade pact with Russia and 
that is good only so long as it can pay for its purchases ! n 
barter. Now that its man-power is engaged in war, how 
long can it keep up the supply of machinery, etc. with which 
it purposed to pay for the oil, foodstuffs, etc., which it 
agreed to purchase from its new ally? Stalin has proved 
himself a shrewd, unscrupulous dealer. He has announced 
that he will supply either side with whatever it wants on- 
equal terms, so the last shilling wins. He has achieved his 
purpose of starting a war, and will take no steps likely to 
shorten it. 

t-t-t 

Another difference is that enemy aliens are not so trou¬ 
blesome as in 1914, but on the othei 1 hand Canadians are 
not entering into the war with the fervor they showed then 
but the new conditions may not demand so much man¬ 
power. The two fortified lines along the western front will 
not Jive up to advertisement if they do not reduce the num¬ 
ber of men required. No matter how the Polish adventure 
ends, the western front will hold until the German home 
front breaks as it did in 1918. We do noc believe it will hold 
nit so long. Already Goering has resorted to means that 
look more 1 ke the end than the beginning of a long war. 
SiH for instance, as a tax of fifty per cent on every per¬ 
son earning a thousand dollars.

’Another difference: In 1914, irate Germans stormed the 
Jiritish Embassy. This time there was no such hostile 
demonstiation’and Sir Neville Henderson stayed in Berlin 
for a week after a state of war was declared. The new 
rulers will not find it so easy to whip up German passion 
against Britain for the very good reason that a year ago 
ind six months ago the German people knew who it was 
that was striving to prevent war. British people feel more 
kindly to them now than they did then. They believe that 
the older generation especially, is being dragged into a 
war not to* their liking by a bunch of gangsters. Twenty 
five years ago the whole German populace was rarin’ to go. 
t-t-t 

Governmental efforts to prevent profiteering can be suc¬ 
cessful only to a limited extent. Demand, or pros pective 
demand, still operates to boost prices. Wheat made sev- 
eral bounds on that account. The demand for the U.S. dol¬ 
lars placed a premium of eight to ten cents on that scrap 
of paper. That increases the cost of other things, especial¬ 
ly coal and sugar, but it acts also as an additional tariff 
against other American imports, and w ill h elp protect 
Canadian manufacturers against UrfT competHien. The 
Hoard appointed by the government to regulate prices, can¬ 
not prevent such movement, but it can prevent undue pro¬ 
fits being made by producers and dealers. In the other war 
an excess profits’ tax was put in operation.

An American news magazine with excellent sources of 
information, declares it is true that in Hitler’s final inter¬ 
views with British and French diplomats, he “alternated 
between weeping, snarling and babbling,” and said he did 
not -give a hoot for politics but wanted to settle German 
problems and “go back alone to his oil-painting.” Someone 
had.enough influence to prevent him making public speech¬ 
es lest he break loose as he did on former occasions when 
he made statements directly contrary to facts and to his 
own purposes. They thought he was trying to frighten 
them by pretending he was a madman, but are not so-sure 
now that it was'pretence.

•in thought, word and action.” How fie could expect them to 
be neutral in thought we do not know.

If he expresses his feel¬ 
ings openly and is a British subject he 
will be sent to jail with treason charge 
laid against him.

We issue 
this warning because we have received 
information that some of the younger

m respect to this most contemptible practice. If not 
curbed ruthlessly, it enters not only into price but qual¬ 
ity of goods sold to the military and the civilian pubhe. 
■It will ptobably be inevitable that some prices will go 
up. particularly all lineS which have value in munition 
making or in the maintenance, of i.nnies. But it is not 
normal nor reasonable that general pieces r-hould rise 
drastically at this juncture. Two weeks ago, there was 
abundance of reserve stock on hand in any line of house¬ 
hold necessities. Any present plea of scarcity will at 
once rouse suspicion of withholding goods to squeeze a 
higher price than the occasion warrants. 

Circumstances may develop which will bring a real 
shortage in certain lines, owing to increased overseas 
requirements. It is light that the needs of the fighting 
forces be first and fully served, and that the civilian 
population he ptepated to make such material sacrifices 
as are required. But at the present stage there is no 
justification for exploiting the public. Close scrutiny will 
be giveh all contracts for military supplies, and there 
is likely to be an equally careful rheck-up on any rise 
in civilian necessities, and the reason that demands such 
rise. 

In this respect at-least, the blundersof the last war 
need not be repeated.

The Critical Year—1917 

For us all, 1917 is the critical year. 

There is no immediate prospect of 
peace. The fight it to be to a finish, 
the same as in the days of Napoleon 
and William Pitt. This kind of a 
fight feoes many rounds, until one oi 
the other drops from exhaustion and 
concedes defeat. 

In this case, the end is inevitable. 
Germany is overrhatehed, certainly 
she will be exhausted; she will be 
beaten. Whether the end be deferred 
until Kitchener’s three-year limit is 
reached (next August) or until five or 
ten years later, it is none the less in¬ 
evitable. 

It is a pity that Carlyle’s prescrip¬ 
tion for the settlement of the Irish 
Question could not be applied to Ger¬ 
many. The cranky old philosopher 
claimed that the only way to settle 
that much vexed problem was to sub¬ 
merge Ireland under the waters of 
the Atlantic for about a couple of

Provisions Re Polish Corridor 
Impossible of Polish Accept¬ 
ance 


Trained Airmen From Can¬ 
ada Says King ; Win War on 
the Rhine or the St. Law¬ 
rence, Says Meighen. 


Hitler’s sixteen demands on Poland 
included immediate return of Danzig, 
and a plebiscite in the Polish Corridor 
-The plebiscite proposal was all in 
favor of Germany and would have 
made the return of the Corridor to 
Germany a foregone conclusion undei 
the conditions under which it was to 
be held. These were that the vote 
was to be taken on the basis of popu¬ 
lation as it was in January 1,. 1918. 
All Germans, all Poles, and the peo¬ 
ple of mixed races, born in the terri¬ 
tory, were to participate in the pleb 
iscite and “Germans ejected from this 
territory will return there to exercise 
their right to vote.” “It was also pro¬ 
vided that “in order to give the time 
needed to achieve the vast prepara¬ 
tions for an equitable plebiscite, this 
plebiscite will not take place before 
twelve months hence.” In the mean¬ 
time the Corridor was to be placed un¬ 
der an international commission, with 
all Polish authorities to leave. This de¬ 
lay, it can be seen, was for the pur¬ 
pose of bringing into the Corridor all 
Germans who may have left it. The 
insidious nature of the proposal for a 
plebiscite is evident. It would not 
have been a plebiscite in its true sense 
but a capitulation by Poland if she ac¬ 
cepted the proposals. 


Prime Minister King in his speech, 
introducing the declaration of war, 
said; 

“Measures for the training and dis¬ 
patch of trained air personnel as the 
most immediate and effective co-oper¬ 
ation with Great Britain will be pro¬ 
posed by the government. 

“The present government believe 
that conscription of men for overseas 
service will not be a necessary or an 
effective step. No such measure wili 
be introduced by the present adminis¬ 
tration. 

“Profiteering must and will be rig¬ 
idly controlled. 

“The question of an expeditionary 
force or units for service overseas is 
particularly one of wide-reaching sig¬ 
nificance which will require the full¬ 
est examination. 

North America would not be secure 
if Hitler wins, Prime Min. Macken¬ 
zie King said in his speech. He out¬ 
lined the course of Hitler in annexing 
one country after another and asked 
“Where is he creeping to ?” 

Canada must help Britain and its 
allies in the struggle against totalitar¬ 
ian aggression or the Dominion itself 
will be in grave danger, Senator Ar¬ 
thur Meighen, Conservative leader in 
the upper house, warned the senate. 

“If we don’t win this war on the 
banks of the Rhine we’ll have to win 
it on the banks of the St. Lawrence 
and the Mississippi,” he'declared. “Let 
us get this into the minds of all our 
people.”

The war-time prices and trade board 
made effective by Ottawa order-in- 
councjl, establishes regulations in re¬ 
spect to sale of the necessities of life, 
and imposes a penalty up to $6,000 or 
two..years’' imprisonment for infrac¬ 
tion. 

“No person shall accumulate or 
Vithhold from sale any necessary of 
'life beyond an amount thereof reason¬ 
ably required for the use or consump¬ 
tion of his household "or for the or¬ 
dinary purposes of his business,” the 
regulation declares. 

The board may seize any hoarded 
supply and reimburse the owners 
through a price fixed by a superior 
court judge by arbitration. 

Briefly, it is forbidden to sell or of¬ 
fer for sale any necessary of life 
above what the board may fix as a 
reasonable price, to hoard such neces¬ 
saries, to interfere, lessen or limit 
production, transportation or distribu¬ 
tion of such goods, to sell without a 
board licence, or to impede any inves¬ 
tigation of the board. 


Growing pessimism throughout the 
United States regarding the country’s 
ability to -remain neutral in another 
European war is shown in a survey of 
the American Institute of Public Opin¬ 
ion, made public Ly Dr. George Gal¬ 
lup, director of the institute. 

Sharp Increase 

The report of th< survey follows; 

“Increasing sharply since the 
American Institute of Public Opinion 
first tested sentiment on the questipfi' 
two and a half years ago, the belief 
that America will take sides eventu¬ 
ally in any fight involving the Axis 
and the ‘Allies’ spieads through all 
classes in the country—gi the small 
towns of the Mississippi Valley, as 
well as in the cities of the Atlantic 
seaboard. 

“The present- institute study was 
not an investigation of what Ameri¬ 
cans are wishing for, but what they 
feel they must count on. To learn 
their attitudes the institute asked a 
scientifically selected cross-section of 
voters in all parts of the United 
States: ‘If England and France have 
a war with Germany and Italy, do you

Recently the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce stated that direct loss from 
weeds annually in United States was 
three billioji dollars, or more than 
three times the entire farm mortgage 
debt. 

Southern Alberta is not immune to 
weed infestation or weed losses. For 
several years the toll taken by sue!: 
well-known weeds as Canada Thistle, 
Sow Thistle, Stinkweed, etc., has been 
recognized, but now the problem is 
becoming increasingly acute due to 
the advent of jeitain other vicious 
perennials. 

Gain Foothold 

Hoary Cress, liussan Knapweed, 
Leafy Spurge and Wild Morning 
Alory (the last named is often known 
as Field Bindweed, Cveeping Jenny," 
Cow-bind or Bell-Bind) are now gain¬ 
ing quite a foothold in our cultivated 
lands and are spreading with alarm¬ 
ing rapidity. 

There are no cases on record where 
any method of smothering or burning 
has successfully eradicated these 
weeds. In fact, in one instance Rus¬ 
sian Knapweed ; s known to have conn- 
up through two feet of well-packed 
manure. 

Organized Campaign 

These facts demonstrate that no¬ 
thing short of a well-organized cam¬ 
paign will bring about success iq the 
eradication of these weeds. All ex¬ 
perimental evidence to date indicates 
that at least two years of very inten¬ 
sive and careful summerfallow, which 
means going over the land about every 
ten days during the growing season, 
is the cheapest and surest method of 
eradication if the patches are at all 
large. 

When a weed is observed which ap¬ 
pears indifferent to ordinary methods 
of eradication, the next move oughf to- 
be to find out definitely what it is and 
what are the recognized methods of 
control for it. In nr, field of endeavor 
is the old proverb about a stitch in 
time more applicable than to weed 
eradication.
